The Applicant includes herewith a reply in the form of a request for 
continued examination and a response to the Final Action mailed by the 
Office on 25 November, 2005. 

The Applicant includes the petition fee set forth in § 1.17(m). 

The Applicant previously filed a Notice of Appeal on 16 February 
2006. The initial no-fee two-month period expired on 16 April 2006. The 
period for response was extendable for up to an additional five months, 
and this period expired on 16 October 2006. The entire delay from 16 
October 2006 until the filing of this petition to revive was unintentional.
